TRACKLESS TROLLEY WANES 
The Electric Railway Journal reports 
that the trackless trolley is losing what 
little influence it had. 
None have been 
added in three years. 
Yet, less than ten 
years ago, many forecasters believed that 
the trackless trolley would become im­ 
portant in the American scheme of urban 
and suburban transportation. 
It was argued that the vehicle saved 
the heavy investment in tracks and that 
paving 
costs 
would 
not 
be 
assessed 
against a company so ecjuipped. 
Trolley 
wire systems would, said the prophets, be 
the principal expense. 
Then, too. the 
trackless trolley could stay a few feet 
from a direct path, thus avoiding collis- 
i(^ns. 
One idea was that the trackless trolley 
would place between the electric railway 
and the motor bus, but a committee from 
the American Electric Railway Associa­ 
tion, after a survey in England, declared 
tliat this field was much too narrow for 
profitable enterprise. 
The trackless trolley has not developed 
into anything like the competitor that the 
motor bus is. 
The advantage of the lat­ 
ter is that it can go on any route, not 
depending on trolley wires or tracks. Its 
flexibility has caused a crowding of what 
were supposed to be railway perogatives.

the federal government because it is not 
fully obeyed. 
In order to bring the state 
into the birth registration area it is nec­ 
essary that at least ninety per cent of the 
babies be registered. 
Missouri has not 
yet reached the government standard. 
Some of 
the 
advantages 
of 
proper 
registration are pointed out as follows: 
“ It furnishes a basis for accurate study 
of problems connected with infant care. 
‘Tt is the right of every child born in 
America to have the fact of its citizen­ 
ship made a matter of official record. 
School attendance is dependent upon 
the child’s age. Therefore, a child should 
have a certificate of birth to prove that 
he is eligible to enter school. 
“ Proper birth registration will prevent 
evasion of the child-labor laws. 
“ A certificate of birth will serve as a 
proof to establish nationality of an indi­ 
vidual. 
“ A voter may be required to present 
legal proof of age. 
A copy of the birth 
record is unquestionably a proof of his 
rights. 
“ Marriage 
licenses 
may be granted 
only to those of a certain age, and mar­ 
riages are invalid if contracted earlier. 
A proper birth certificate may be most 
important evidence. 
“ The law specifies the age for certain 
offices and the Civil Service Commission 
establishes the ’limit for examination for 
office. 
The most valuable proof of eligi­ 
bility as an office holder is a record of 
birth. 
“ A birth certificate will furnish requir­ 
ed information to secure the issuance of 
passports for travel in all countries out­ 
side of the United States. 
The lack of 
proper birth records have caused serious 
inconvenience to persons who wish to of­ 
fer their patriotic service abroad. 
“ Recruiting laws require official proof 
of age, citizenship and nationality. This 
may be furnished by a certified copy of 
the birth certificate. 
“ Valuable estates are often lost be­ 
cause no proof can be shown as to the 
right of inheritance. 
A certified copy 
of the birth record is the best possible 
proof of heirship.”
